OW THAT THE CALENDAR has told us that 

Autumn officially started at 12:56 p. m., Detroit 
time, last Sunday, the automobile industry is girding up 
its loins, so to speak, preparing to take advantage of 
the flying start on Fall business we have been enjoying. 
Somehow or other, we always start talking in August 
as if we already were into the Fall months, whereas, 
as I said before, Sept. 23 is the official opening of the 
Autumn season. 

Scanning the automobile horizon, this prognosticator 
cannot help but feel optimistic as to the next few months. 
He’s firm in his belief that there still is a brisk market 
for 1934 stuff and that it behooves the dealers to forget 
about 1935 and concentrate on the present.

NEITHER MANUFACTURERS nor dealers are wor- 
rying any about September registrations dropping below 
August, for that is nothing but seasonal. Indeed, it is 
normal and to be expected. Reports from the field 
indicate that this will be a particularly good Autumn, 
especially so in the high-priced group. 

It is to be anticipated that production will show a 
material falling off, which will afford dealers a chance 
to clean up their floor stocks. There will be few if any 
“fire sales” and it looks as if the finish of 1934 will be 
marked by sane efforts on the part of everyone con- 
cerned to make a strong ending of what has been a 
most encouraging year so far.

JUST AT THE PRESENT we have reached the turn- 
ing of the tides in an automotive way; it is too early to 
say definitely what we may expect in 1935 models and 
too late to talk much about what we have. Programs are 
moving smoothly to completion but many of the an- 
nouncements are still in the rumor stage, which under 
the policy of ADN we refuse to print. From where 
we sit we would say that there will be several new 
faces in the low-price field next year which should make 
for some fast going. If our present luck holds and 
labor maintains it present calm, we should get away 
right on schedule with new models in 1935. This would 
be a decided advantage to dealers as there is nothing 
more disheartening than being able to sell cars and

THERE’S AN AUTOMOBILE SLANT to the report 
made before the Consumers’ League of Michigan by 
Dr. Ellison Chalmers, who has been making a study 
of the effects of the NRA in Detroit for Harvard 
University. Dr. Chalmers is of the opinion that auto- 
mobile workers have benefitted by NRA. He finds that 
automobile factory payrolls have increased 133 per 
cent and working hours increased 80 per cent in the last 
15 months. 

The hourly wage rate has been increased an average 
of 27 per cent, but as the work week has been shortened, 
the individual workmen’s pay check has increased only 
slightly. But the number of workmen employed has 
increased 100 per cent. That’s something.

DR. CHALMERS FINDS that the workmen’s condi- 
tions have been bettered in that a definite policy of 
showing preference for married employes and long-time 
employes has been agreed to by the manufacturers, and 
that labor has gained a point in the manufacturers 
agreeing to make clear at lay-off time, whether the men 
are being merely laid off or being fired. Both good 
points. The old bonus system, he says, has largely 
been done away with and many plants have substituted 
day wage rates for piece rates. 

“But the unions have not yet gained recognition from 
the manufacturers of their right of collective bargaining 
and little progress has been made to end the discrimina- 
tion against union employes,” Dr. Chalmers reports.

ONE OF MY COLUMNAR contemporaries is doing 
some worrying about the New York show in January, 
questioning the wisdom of the car manufacturers in turn- 
ing it over to the dealers to run. He quotes an unnamed 
executive as saying, “How can we expect the public 
to get excited over a proposition we ourselves refuse 
to have anything to do with!” 

Again we declare that “a rose hy any other name 
will smell as sweet,” and reiterate that the Grand Cen- 
tral Palace exhibition will be the New York show, re- 
gardless of whether it is run by the NACC or the 
dealers. It will be the starting point for 1935.

August Output 244,713 Units; September Sales Off Seasonally; 
Sales Effort Supercedes Price Cuts in Clean-up; 1935 Model Plans 
Well Advanced; Textile Settlement Ends Upholstery Shortage Scare 





Production of new passenger cars and 


August trucks in the United States and Canada 
Shows during August reached a total of 244,713 
Strength units, according to the report of the 


Bureau of Census, of the Department of 
Commerce, released today. This figure compares with 
the estimate of 240,000 made in Automotive Daily News 
“Pink Sheet,” some weeks ago. The August figure 
now puts production for the year to date at 2,318,825, 
against 1,503,207 in the first eight months of 1933. 
Of the August production this year 9,904 units were 
built in Canada. Of United States total, 183,500 were 
passenger cars and 51,309 trucks, which is a decline 
in passenger cars and an increase of almost 10,000 units 
for trucks. : : r

supply. September production rate has 
been reduced to approximately 170,000 from the August 
total of 244,713. September sales, which showed a 
pick-up in the second ten days, are running about 
25 per cent below August for the industry as a whole. 
Some makers, of course, are showing less decline 
and others a greater decline. On this basis, new pas- 
senger car sales for September would run _ between 
140,000 and 150,000 units, which would be below the 
September figure last year of 157,976. However, in 
September last year sales were still hitting their stride.

Outlook try seems to be getting along on its 1935 
for plans with greater smoothness than char- 
Output acterized its efforts in 1933. Labor rela- 


tions have been greatly improved during 
the past year, and with the exception of the pattern 
makers’ strike all seems quiet on the “auto front.” The 
pattern makers’ strike has not seriously interfered with 
plans, as it is generally predicted that the industry will 
not go in for extensive and expensive line changes in the 
coming year. Production during the remaining months 
of the year will unquestionably be confined to filling deal- 
ers’ orders for 1934 models and getting out floor stock on 
next year’s lines. On this basis, we should anticipate 
considerable curtailment during October and the early 
part of November with a strengthening in the latter 
half of November and December, with the last three 
months of the year accounting for approximately 300,000 
units. This would give us a total for the year of close 
to 2,800,000, against 1,985,909 last year.

Price cutting as a clean-up weapon is like- 


A New ly to play a less important part in this 
Clean-Up fall season. Most reductions will be ar- 
Trend ranged by the dealer body itself, rather 


than emanating from the factories. The 
factories, on the other hand, seem to be directing their 
efforts toward moving the models on hand by increased 
promotional effort, fall advertising drives, stunts and so 
forth such as the Hudson and Terraplane “Toughness 
Runs”; Dodge’s ambitious promotional campaign; Cadil- 
lac’s “Little Brown Jug” contest, and the Chrysler’s 
“Barrel of Fun” contest and the like. Other manufac- 
turers, for instance Plymouth, are understood to have 
only about four weeks’ supply of cars on hand through- 
out the country. The news is now that Plymouth will 
be shut down early in October so that dealers should 
have little difficulty in cleaning up their present stocks 
without promotional costs or price cutting before the new 
models make their debut late in the year. By and large, 
it looks very much as though the wise-acre buyer, who 
in the past has waited for the bargain close-out models, 
may find himself going into 1935 with his old car on his 
hands and its turn-in value greatly reduced.

Feeling as the automotive industry, affairs in kin- 
Outside dred industries may have far-reaching 
Influences effect. Thus, while few people realized it, 


considerable consternation was manifested 
here over the possible effects of the textile strike on new 
model production. With the strike settled this bug-a-boo 
is now laid at rest. A survey among textile producers 
such as Collins & Aikman, L. C. Chase, and Sydney 
Bluementhal Co., indicate that the strike has not inter- 
fered with their schedules. These plants have been op- 
erating throughout the strike and no shortage of ma- 
terial is anticipated. Nothing definite can be said about 
the effects of the strike on upholstery material prices as 
this action is dependent upon the action of the board to 
be appointed by President Roosevelt. If hours are 
shortened, a commensurate rise in prices may be the 
only alternative left to the textile producers. The im- 
portance of textiles to automobile buyers may be better 
understood in the light of figures showing that the auto- 
mobile industry in 1933 consumed 3,500,000 pounds of 
mohair or 22 per cent of the entire production in the 
United States. It also used 54 per cent of all the up- 
holstery leather produced and 22,050,000 yards of up-~ 
holstery cloth. Quite an item!
